Freud the more special one, though 
in later writings he places sex more 
closely in line with general life power 
Fretid and Adler emphasize the im- 
portance of early childhood experi- 
ences in starting the sex complex or 
the inferiority feeling; Jung thinks 
that most neuroses move largely in 
terms of present difficulties They 
all deal in symbolisms and thus use 
dreams as clues to complexes; but 
again Freud looks for sex symbols, 
Jung for power symbols, Adler finds 
them as expressions of domination 
and submission, There are many ad- 
herents of psycho-analysis who com-
